WASHINGTON, Dec. 5— (AP)

industrial concerns today , but held 
that it had ex ceeded its pow'er in 
ordering the abrogation of col­ 
lective 
bargaining 
contracts be­ 
tween the 
Consolidated 
Edison 
Co. of New York, Inc., and an 
affiliate of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
In a decision by Chief Justice 
Hughe.s, the tribunal held that the 
board had supervision over com­ 
panies like Consolidated Edison, 
which operate in only one state 
but which sell their product to 
other concerns engaged in inter­ 
state commerce. 
Handing the 
labor 
board 
its 
first 
partial 
defeat in litigation 
decided by the high tribunal, the 
court ruled that the board had 
failed to give the federation af­ 
filiate notice that validity of the 
contracts was in dispute in the 
litigation, 
“No Ex press Authority .” 
It added that the national labor 
relations act “gives no ex press au­ 
thority to the board to invalidate 
contracts with independent labor 
organizations.” 
The collective bargaining con­ 
tracts were entered into by the 
company with the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work­ 
ers. 
The board had taken its action 
on a complaint 
by 
the 
United 
Electrical and Radio Workers of 
America, a C. I. O. affiliate. 
Hence today ’s action, some at­ 
torney s said, represented at least 
a victory in part for the A. F. L. 
over the C. 1. O. 
The C. I. O. contended Consoli­ 
dated Edison had picked the fed­ 
eration affiliate to represent the 
employ es in collective bargain­ 
ing negotiations without giving the 
employ es an opportunity to ex ­ 
press a preference. 
Reed and Black Disagree. 
Justices Reed and Black dis­ 
agreed with the conclusion that 
the labor board was "without au­ 
thority to require the companies 
to desist from giving effect to the 
contracts.” 
Justices Butler and McRey nolds 
contended that the entire order 
by the board “should be set aside” 
because it “was without jurisdic­ 
tion.” 
After delivery of the opinion 
Charles Fahy , general counsel of 
the labor board, told newsmen: 
“A careful reading of the opin­ 
ion will show that the question 
of the contracts was decided on 
ra ex tremely narrow ground, was 
one of procedure and does not af­ 
fect the board’s right to act on 
such contracts.” 
The tribunal postponed at least 
until nex t Monday delivery of 
final decisions on constitutionality 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
act and on the right of states to 
ratify the proposed constitutional 
amendment to abolish child labor 
after once rejecting it.

|T» 0ST 0N , Dec. 5— (AP)—A 24-y ear-old amateur flier today 
told a fly ing adventure story as strange as any that ever 
came out of a meeting of aviators. 
He was Otis Cleveland, who y esterday fell out of a plane he 
was fly ing alone, w*us saved from an 1,8 00-foot plunge to earth 
by a safety belt which caught around his legs, and somehow 
climbed back into the plane and pulled it out of a tail spin. 
Cleveland said he was leaning out a doorway at the side of 
the ship to take an air photograph of school buildings far below 
when the door gave way and he fell. 
“Just as suddenly as 1 fell out, I was jerked to a stop by the 
safety belt that lay across my knees,” he said.

Of the many questions that are to come before 


congress when it conv enes nex t J anuary , the one 


of greatest importance in connection with spend­ 


ing is the armament program. There is not much 


difference of opinion that the United States must 


strengthen national defenses. The only difference 


of opinion relates to the degree of ex penditures. 


The most powerful lobby in Washington at this 


time is that of the munitions makers. It w ill be 


activ ely on the job, energetically apply ing all of 


the pressure possible for v ast appropriations. And 


in doing that it w ill fan the fear that already 


has a substantial hold on a large part of the 


American public. The more realistically the dan­ 


gers confronting the United States can be pre­ 


sented, the more money w ill be v oted to build 


ships, airplanes, and to prov ide the necessary sup­ 


plies for the army . On the question of armament 


the United States Chamber of Commerce was not 


ac specific as it was on other matters. 


The dangers arising from Europe’s unsettled 


conditions, and from J apan’s activ ities in the Ori­ 


ent are apparent.

'O DOUBT there is some chuckling bey ond Ne­ 
braska’s borders as word goes out that the 
state’s general fund is ov erdrawn to the ex tent of 
more than a million dollars. With the period for 
tax pay ments ahead, that figure is likely to be cut 
down to a sizeable ex tent but the simplest ex ­ 
planation of the ov erdraft in the general fund is 
that it represents unpaid tax es. 
In establishing the lev y the law requires the 
slate board to base its findings upon collection of 
from 9 5 to 9 7 per cent of the lev y . The board made 
allowance for the non-collection of 3 per cent, 
and at the time it took action in J uly the condi­ 
tions seemed to justify the hopes of ex cellent 
crops, particularly corn. Actually non-pay ment of 
tax es has been much heav ier than 3 per cent. And 
non-pay ment was the natural result of dev elop­ 
ment late in August when a magnificent corn 
prospect was destroy ed by ex cessiv e heat and lack 
of rain. 
Nebraska will be in for an unlimited number 
of good natured criticisms bey ond the boundaries 
of the state because of the widespread attention 
centered upon the White Spot campaign. In the 
encouragement of thrift, and av oidance of the 
wide v ariety of tax es that hav e brought trouble 
to the peoples of a large number of neighboring 
states, the campaign itself was entirely laudable 
but it might hav e been a great deal more gener­ 
ous and much more honest if it had giv en credit 
to the federal assistance which the state has re­ 
ceiv ed throughout the last fiv e y ears.

rpH E national association of manufacturers has 


initiated a new mov e to restore the tariff 


structure embodied in the Smoot-Hawley bill. It 


is announced that a special committee w ill giv e 


careful attention to the recently drawn 
trade 


agreements. And among its preliminary conclu­ 


sions are these: 


(1) Italy and Germany are rapidly gaining as­ 


cendency ov er central Europe which has a com­ 


bined population of approx imately 250 million, 


the equiv alent of the population of the western 


hemisphere. 


(2) Canada and Latin America are logical trade 


outlets and raw material sources for the United 


States. 


(3) Many former large importing countries hav e 


dev eloped industries which compete with our do­ 
mestic and ex port trade. 
(4 ) America lost her foreign cotton market in a 
large degree because of the gov ernment’s price- 
control program. 
The inquiry also might take these practical lines: 
What are the countries in Europe going to use for 
money to buy American products? They already 
owe Uncle Sam billions of dollars. How can they 
pay if not through go<x ls and commodities? 
Did America lose her foreign markets, not only 
for cotton but for many other products, because 
of retaliatory tariffs interposed by European na­ 
tions after the passage of the Smoot-Hawley law? 
Did not foreign trade drop abruptly and drastic­ 
ally between 19 29 , the date of the passage of the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff law. and 19 33, before any
